He 
intends to prove further that air­ 
planes are safe, and that a magi­ 
cian is not needed to fly one. 
“ It is all in the corrective stabili­ 
zation wings,” he said. “With these 
wings I can set down a plane in 176 
feet and at the limit of climbing 
power it will nose over into a hori­ 
zontal position.” 
Wings Result Of Accident 
Cornelius rode in his first air­ 
plane when he was HT years old at 
Colfax, Wash. 
He built his first 
model soon afterwards. The same 
y< ar he said he saw an airplane ac­ 
cident in Portland, Ore., in which 
two men were killed. 
From then on, Cornelius said, he 
specialized in wings and endeavor­ 
ed to make them a

unit, 
working in co-ordination with the 
tail surfaces.

FYE INJURIES—II 
Few things are as provoking as 
the presence of a cinder or speck 
in the eye. 
If our attem pts to rid ourselves of 
the nuisance are unskilled, we may 
injure the eye. 
In removing foreign bodies from 
the eye. go about it gently, and be 
sure that your hands and everything 
else you use are clean. 
First try u> flush the speck out, 
using boric acid solution (in a pinch 
cold boiled water will do > and a 
medicine dropper. 
Have the patient tilt his head 
back and with the forefinger and 
thum b take hold of the upper eye 
lid at the angle where it Joins the 
lower lid on the temple side of the 
eye. 
Pull gently upward and outward,

year in Altoona and down in Hazle­ 
ton. 
O peration and m aintenance of the 
general departm ents of the m unici­ 
pal governm ent and the schools of 
Altoona were said today by the cen­ 
sus bureau to have cost $2,047,352 
or a per capital expenditure of $24.94 
in 1930. The per capita cost in 1929 
was $23.03. 
F ar below the sum spent in Al­ 
toona was the $953,946 expended in 
Hazleton. 
A 
sm aller 
population, 
however, brought the per capita ex­ 
pense for 
running the city and 
.schools to $25.85, a drop from the 
$27.21 in 1929. 
Total expenses for all purposes in­ 
cluding outlays for perm anent im ­ 
provem ents amounted to $4,716,277 
in Altoona, or $1,801,750 in excess of 
the city and school revenues which 
aggregated $2,914,527. 
H azleton’s expenses am ounted to 
$1,344,252, or $70,405 in excess of the 
total receipts accruing from all reve­ 
nue of $1,273,847. 
Bond issues for schools and a w a­ 
ter supply system increased the net 
per capita debt of Altoona during 
the year from $65.37 to $75.08. The 
city's total fixed debt outstanding 
at the end of the year was $8,334,018 
of which $6,163,820 represented the 
net debt or the fixed debt less sink­ 
ing fund assets. 
H azleto n ; debt like its expenses 
dwindled off somewhat in contrast 
to Altoona's increase. 
The net in- 
debtdedness a t the close of the year 
of $3,423,383 amounted to $92 77 per 
capita as against $95.39 in 1929.

ALSACE OF ASIA 


Japan'?* Seizure Of Score Of 
Towns Recalls Old Strug­ 
gle For Area.

Manchuria, the Alsace-liorraine 
of Asia, is again in the throes of 
war. 
Japan has seized a score of towns 
in Manchuria. 
It occupies the im­ 
portant southern ports 
and 
has 
thrown troops 
into 
all 
centers 
where there are large Japanese 
populations, allegedly to 
protect 
them against Chinese dem onstra­ 
tions. 
China 
has 
appealed 
to 
the 
league of nations and claims it is 
guiltless of the aggression which 
Japan insists made the occupation 
of Mukden imperative to protect 
Japanese interests. 
For 35 years Russia and Japan 
have been struggling to get a bet­ 
ter foothold in Manchuria. 
Two 
major wars, 
the 
Sino-Japanese 
clash of 1894-1895 and the Russo- 
Japanese conflict of 1904-1905, cen­ 
tered about the struggle to wrest 
Manchuria from China. 
Helpless In War 
China was helpless 
it 
its war 
with Japan and. as victor. Japan, 
prepared to take over southern 
Manchuria; but Russia enlisted the 
help of France and Germany and 
prevented Japan from realizing its 
ambition in 1895. Russia managed 
several years later to wriggle a 
lease out of China which gave it 
control of Port A rthur and the 
Liaotung peninsula. 
This concession was the chief 
cause of the Russo-Japanese war, 
which resulted in another victory 
for Japan and the acquisition 
of 
the valuable Russian lease, enabl­ 
ing Japan 
to 
effect 
commercial 
penetration 
of 
all 
Manchuria 
through possession of the South 
Manchurian railway and the south­ 
ern ports. 
Mongolia and Manchuria, both 
Chinese territory, are buffer states 
between Japan and Russia. Soviet 
Russia seems no less keen than 
was the Russia of the czars to dom­ 
inate this northern empire which a 
disorganized and warring China has 
not been able to hold with firm 
grasp. 
Mongolia is remote and without 
railways as yet. 
But the eastern 
section of Mongolia, known as In­ 
ner Mongolia, has come very large­ 
ly under Japanese influence and in 
Outer Mongolia a so-called repub­ 
lic, set up under Moscow’s tutelage, 
defies Nanking’s authority. 
To state the case plainly, the 
Chinese republic claims both Mon­ 
golia and Manchuria, but 
soviet 
Russia dominates the former and 
Japan very largely controls south­ 
ern Manchuria through its lease of 
the south Manchurian railway zone 
and the ports it acquired by its 
victory at arms over Russia, 
leading Powers 
For decades the leading powers 
of Europe and Japan have waited 
for the disintegration 
of 
China. 
Japan and Russia, as near neigh­ 
bors of the Chinese, have insisted 
that just as the crumbling Tur­ 
kish empire created the Balkans and 
involved Europe in so many wars, so 
the Chinese empire, and later the 
Chinese republic, have threatened 
to upset the peace of Asia by split­ 
ting into bits. 
But China has failed to d isin te ­ 
grate. Her politicians have skilful­ 
ly played rival 
powers 
against 
each other and saved themselves 
from wholesale dismemberment, in 
spite of the domestic strife which 
has kept the land in a ferment.

RIOTERS USE 
GANDHI TACTICS 


Passive Resistance Occurs As 
Unemployed Stone Man­ 
chester Hall. 


Manchester, England, Oct. 8 (AP). 
—Repulsed while storming city hall 
Wednesday, a mob of unemployed 
demonstrators adopted th e '“passive 
resistance” 
tactics 
of 
Mathatma 
Gandhi’s followers by sitting on 
their haunches In the street and re­ 
fusing to budge. 
Police changed their minds and 
after half an hour of rioting, during 
which fourteen persons were in­ 
jured and several were arrested, 
order was restored. Among the in­ 
jured were five policemen, one of 
whom suffered a broken leg, a wom­ 
an and eight demonstrators. 
The riot started when police re­ 
fused the mob permission to enter 
city hall, where council was in ses­ 
sion. 
The jobless, breaking through the 
police cordon, swarmed toward the 
building, throwing hammers, brick­ 
bats-and stones at the Bobbies. 
Reinforced by mounted men, the 
police guards drew their batons and 
charged the screaming mob. In the 
free-for-all fight that followed It 
was by no means certain that the 
police would have the better of it 
until firemen were called out to 
help them. 
The firemen turned 
streams of water on the crowd. 
Pull Policeman From Hone 
Some of the demonstrators rushed 
a tram car and smashed its win­ 
dows. One mounted policeman was 
pulled from his hOrse and badly 
beaten.

rioters broke window panes in the 
surrounding buildings, traffic was at 
a standstill and several 
women 
fainted. 
The deputy mayor finally con­ 
sented to receive a deputation of the 
unemployed and the crowd grad­ 
ually dispersed.

Dr. Louis Bloch, state labor statisti­ 
cian, estimates that of this number ap­ 
proximately 140,000 are in Los Ange­ 
les and 49,000 in San Francisco. 
Stored Food Aids Idaho 
Idaho plans to meet her relief prob­ 
lem by providing local labor where 
possible and by providing food from 
stored surplus crops. 
No extreme conditions of hardship 
are exacted. 
In the lumber districts of Washing­ 
ton and Oregon the lumbermen’s as­ 
sociation says mills will operate at 
about 30 percent capacity as against 
35.6 percent in August, when 95,000 
Were employed. 
Public work will help California 
take up tin slack in employment. The 
California state highway commission 
has arranged work for 3,500 to 4,000 
extra men on road maintenance. State

Other projects expected to provide 
*n«<re jobs include the $220,000,000 
Los Angeles aqueduct and allied pro­ 
jects which the voters of the district 
recently approved; and the $32,000,000 
(bolden Gate bridge at San Francisco 
the fate of which is in the hands of 
the state supreme court. 
Bridge May Provide Jobs 
Further work may be provided by 
the $78,000,000 San Franciseo-Ala- 
meda county trans-bay bridge; the 
$5,000,000 United States navy air 
base in Marin county arni the $3,500,- 
000 army air hase in Almeda. 
In Nevada 6.000 men are at work 
cm Hoover dam and more are to be 
emplo>ed a* construction is speeded up. 
However thi:- increase is offset by the 
shrinkage of work on farms ami rail- 
nads and in mines, and the supply of 
labor at the dam-sitc still exceeds the 
demand. 
In Washington, Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia railroad construction approxi­ 
mating $15,000,000 is projected. 
As fall began the unemployed in 
Colorado were estimated at 25,OO*) 
with a probable increase to 45,000 late 
• in November when the sugar beet 
operations end. 
Colorado Rushes Road Work 
An unofficial committee in Colorado 
beaded by Jesse F. Wdborn is seek­ 
ing work for unemployed, while the 
state plans to continue its $4,000,000 
highway program throughout the win­ 
ier. 
Conditions in Wyoming are report­ 
ed generally favorable with local re­ 
lief programs and highway construc­ 
tion helping to care for the idle. 
Montana's estimated 2,500 jobless 
are being aided by local relief meas­ 
ures, with unions contributing funds 
awl splitting up work. A $10,000,000 
highway program hiss helped. 
Providing for transients is one of 
the major relief problems in New 
Mexico where the jobless are estimat­ 
ed at between 20,000 and 25,000.

California Law 
Checks Wastage 
Of Natural Gas 


Sap Francisco (AP).—California’s 
two-year-old gas conservation laws 
has corrected the wastage situation 
termed by Secretary Ray Lyman Wil­ 
bur “shocking to the national sense" 
to a point where consumption of nat­ 
ural gas may soon exceed production. 
The conservation law, first of its 
kind in the nation and the voluntary 
cooperation of producers, cut the total 
production to 209,000.000,000 cubic 
feet for six months of this year from 
288,000,000,(XX) for the same period 
in 1930. Railway commission figures 
disclose that production was cut 27.3 
per cent and wastage an even 61 per 
cent. 
Construction of a new’ pipe line to 
tap the Kettleman Hills field for the 
transportation of gas to the Los An­ 
geles area is expected to bring con­ 
sumption to a figure exceeding the 
present fixed supply. 


MOTOR FUEL AGT 
SPURS MAKING 
OF ALCOHOL 


Native Wines Of Chile, Said 
To Be Best On Continent, 
May Run Autos. 


Santiago, Chile (AP). — Native 
wines, said to be among the best in 
South America, as well as other 
forms of beverages, may be turned 
into alcohol hereafter. 
A new law, passed by congress, 
provides for a percentage of alco­ 
hol in motor fuel. 
The measure was designed to as­ 
sist the native alcohol industry, but 
indications are that many makers 
of fine wines will turn their excess 
product into alcohol that can be 
sold for motor fuel “cuttings.” 
There was much opposition to 
the bill, engineers asserting that 
the combination fuel would never 
work properly. 
No Tests Made 
“When alcohol is put into auto­ 
mobiles, then watch the machines 
go on a spree,” said one expert. 
No tests were made beforehand, 
and this, say engineers, makes a 
gasoline “cut” with alcohol bound 
to fail in some regions. Chile has 
all kinds of climates and condi­ 
tions, from the tropics in the north 
to the Antarctic in the south, with 
deserts, valleys, plains and moun­ 
tains in between. 
The law provides from one to 25 
per cent alcohol in all motor fuel, 
but gasoline company executives 
anticipate the amount will not ex­ 
ceed three per cent at first. 
The president has a

in 
which to put the law into effect.

decency,” as 
Penn State college's president, Dr. 
Ralph D. Hetzel, expressed It, must 
bt paid in the reformation of ath ­ 
letic systems. H ie day after he said 
this. Penn State paid the first in­ 
stallment by dropping its opening 
football game to so inconspicuous an 
opponent as Waynesburg. 
Penn State, where Killfnger, Way 
and others galloped to football fame 
a decade ago, has abolished subsi­ 
dized 
a t h l e t i c s , 
high-powered 
coaches and high salaries, training 
camps and other signs of a commer­ 
cialized age in college sport. 
■‘Penn State,” proclaims its presi­ 
dent, “took the lead in the east in 
abolishing all subsidies to students, 
granted for athletic skill. 
It has 
been followed within a year by the 
University of Pennsylvania, Colum­ 
bia university and others in this 
very vital forward step. 
“We are now in a period of transi­ 
tion. 
We shall pay in a measure 
the penalty of decency and prog­ 
ress but ultimately we shall receive 
our reward. 
I think there is no 
question but what this movement 
will, in the near future, become uni­ 
versal in America. 
• Pending that time, it is entire­ 
ly possible that we shall compete 
with some of our old rivals at a dis­ 
advantage. 
It is the policy, how­ 
ever, that as rapidly as is possible, 
we shall turn to competitors who 
are willing to subscribe to the same 
measure of fair play and good 
sportsmanship as we have estab­ 
lished." 
In other words they are hoping 
for the best at Penn State. Mean­ 
while. nothing will be done to dis­ 
courage the gate receipts. 


Coaches were made members of the 
faculty with their salaries in har­ 
mony . . . . Penn State found con­ 
ditions unsatisfactory. 
“ (Now) 
the 
finances are bud­ 
geted; (with) all subsidies to stu­ 
dent, granted because of athletic 
skill, abolished.” 


How It Grew 
President Hetzel, in frank lan­ 
guage, traces the development of 
intercollegiate sport from haphazard 
days to high-pressure enterprise. 
• Intercollegiate athletics at Penn 
State," he declared, “as was the 
case in the great majority of col­ 
leges and universities of the coun­ 
try, grew up as an orphan child. 
College faculties and trustees did 
not see fit to concern themselves 
seriously with it, and so it was 
farmed out, nursed In its infancy 
by the students and handed over in 
its troubelsome maturity largely to 
the alumni. 
■ In fact, this orphan took on such 
proportions and such vigor that it 
ceased to be controlled either by 
students or alumni and became the 
victim of circumstances. 
“Athletic contests became so spec­ 
tacular that they quickly and In 
alarming measure attracted the a t­ 
tention of the public. Gate receipts 
grew and gate receipts at institu­ 
tions whose teams won the greater 
number of games exceeded the gate 
receipts of other institutions. 
"This seemed to make It desir­ 
able tnat there should be set up at 
each institution every possible fa­ 
cility 
designed 
to 
increase 
the 
chances of victory . . . . 
“The time and energy of student 
players was so completely absorbed 
that they remained 
students 
in 
name only. . . , 
“The futility and viciousness of 
the whole situation soon began to 
be apparent to all thinking persons 
. . . the first and most essential step 
(was* for the institutions to face 
the responsibility of bringing sanity 
and wholesomeness back. 
"The large state universities of 
the 
middle 
west 
took the lead. 


If the official check-up of National 
league hatting figures bears out tile 
unofficial returns and deprives Bill 
Terry of his crown by the margin of 
.0003 separating him from Chick Ha- 
fey of the Cardinals, the first baseman 
of the Giants can blame it on the 
weather and daylight saving time. 
The race for the older circuit’s bat­ 
ting crown this year was three-cor­ 
nered with Jim Bottomely staging a 
late rush to take part. 
It went down to the last day of the 
season, September 27, which happened 
to mark the return of standard time 
to the metropolitan area. 
The Giants played a double-header 
with Brook!) n as a finale. Terry, in 
the second game, registered a hit that 
put him in front of Hafey and at the 
top of the batting heap by a fractional 
margin but it was getting dark rapidly. 
Play finally was halted by darkness 
after four innings, the game declared 
no contest and Terry thereby robbed j 
of the hit that meant so much to him. 
On the unofficial averages compiled 
by Al Munro Elias, Hafey, Terry and 
Bottomety finished within less than 
one-thousandth of a point of each other 
in the closest race the National league 
has ever had for its batting crown. 
To parallel it I cannot recall any­ 
thing so close since 1910. the year 
that Napoleon Lajoie, the great Cleve­ 
land second baseman, failed by a sin­ 
gle point margin to catch Ty Cobb on 
the last day of the season. 
I^ajoie, as I recollect the circum­ 
stances, collected five or, six hits on 
the final day of the season but finished 
with .385 to Cobb’s .386. 


“Dead” Ball Felt 
The elTect of the less-lively ball in 
National 
league 
hitting circles 
is 
sharply evident with the best averages 
a shade below .350 for the season, the 
lowest mark since Edd Roush led the 
circuit in 1919 with a figure of .321. 
This was just before the advent of 
the “jack-rabbit” sphere and the era 
of long-range firing featured by Babe 
Ruth. 
Bubbles Hargrave of the Reds led 
the league with a mere .353 in an on- 
season for the sluggers, 1926, but 
otherwise the National league marks 
have been closer to .400 than .350. 
Hornsby averaged over .400 for five 
successive 
years, 
1921-1925. 
Lefty 
O’Doul topped the list in 1929 with 
.398, and Terry was the king of the 
batsmen last year with the spectacular 
mark of .401.
